placed with it by the directors of the 
poor. 
In paying a tribute to Miss Watson, 
Mrs. J. H arry Huffman, new presi­ 
dent of the society, explained that 
Miss Watson 
was elected assistant 
secretary in 190S and since that time 
had been one of its most active w ork­ 
ers, convicting the meetings, a rra n g ­ 
ing for the care of children in foster 
homes, supervising investigations of 
applicants for children, looking after 
the physical and m ental care 01 the 
children, and their educational and 
religions 
training. 
Even 
after 
the 
children 
were discharged from the 
care of the society Miss W atson’s in­ 
terest in them c ontinued. In 1924 Miss 
Watson saw the need for closer su­ 
pervision of the children and the com­ 
m ittee decided to have the part time 
assistance of a trained worker.
